The examiner 
explained It is up to the applicant to determine whether to proceed on the prosecution or to abandon. The application 
specification has outstanding 1 12/1st and 2nd rejections. In order to overcome these rejections the applicant can 
amend the specification to clarify without adding new matter and explain inherent elements or redo the specification 
and resubmit as a CIP. Additionally in order to be allowable the applicant must overcome the art rejection. The 
attorney requested submitting an informal amendment. Upon further discussion between the examiner and his SPE 
the SPE recommended that the amendment be submitted formally on the record.
